It seems to amaze many to 
hear both men and women speak- 
ing in honor of this great insti- 
tution. In our meetings 1t is 
very common to hear the people 
praise God for the great Church 
of God the same as for salvation. 
Of course those who object to 
this do not really know what 
the Ohurch is. If they knew it 
as it is they would love it lke 
we do. 

The Ohurch of God is Christ’s 
own building. It is wrong to sup 
pose some nian is Its founder. 
Jesus plainly told the disciples 
that He would build His Oburch 
and 1 believe what the disciples 
said about it. And nobody has 
any right to dispute their word. 
1 fully believe that Christ did 
just what He said He woul: do. 

There is a beauty and power 
about the Church of God that 
are not ahout other churches, 
Jesus said of His Ohurch, ‘*The 
gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it.’’ No doubt Jesus said 
this because He Knew it would 
have strong opposition. But to 
encouraxe its members He said 
it would hold to its anchor and 
not be overthrown. 

True, it has heen beaten down 
and bruised and forsaken, but 
not entirely overthrown. It is 
strong now and full of glory and 
power. It is still holding steady 
and battling against sin with 
a strong hand. And while the 
enemy rages the church still 
shines and looks good to those 
that have eyes to see it. 

Some people seem to think 
that we talk about the church 
too much, but how can we talk 
about such a gvod thing too 
much? By honoring the church 
we honor its Divine Founder, 
Jesus Ohrist. He built it, and 
anything He would build is 
surely worth talking about. 

There are many pecple stand- 
ing off to one side offering. criti- 
,cism, but anybody can do that. 
lt does not take a smart man to 
offer criticism and object to 
things they cannot see and under- 
stand. I was recently told of an 
editor who once said that there 
are plenty of people that know 
just how to runa paper. They 
say certain things should not he

should take the place, but the 
strange thing to him was that all 
those people that knew how to 
run a paper had no paper to run, 
and did not seem to be wanted 
for the work, and the responsi- 
bility was put upon a man that 
did not know. 

As for me | believe that Jesus 
knew what He was doing when" 
He built His Ohurch. I belieye 
He knew just what name to give 


'it. | do not think any name could 
in these days except by a few| 


have been found more appro- 
priate. If there could have been 
1 believe He would have found 
it and used it. But, no sir, He 
said, *! will build my Church.” 
The expression would indicate 
that others were engaged in build- 
ing churches, or would do so 
later on,so He wanted it distinctly 
understood that He would build 
His own Oburch,and that no other 
would beallowed todoit Others 
might build churches, but they 


could not build His Chureh. He 
would do that Himself. And 
this He did. 

Some seem to think that we 


had a hand in establishing the 
Church of God represented by 
the Evangel. But this is a mis- 
take. We have only been assist- 
ing in removing the covering 
that was put upon it when the 
first creed was formed in the 
year 325. lt was ‘“‘snowed under”’ 
with creeds. It was covered over 
with men’s laws and ways like a 
city covered over with ashes from 
the mouth of a belching volcano. 
Underneath is the city just like 
it was. The city of Pompeii lay 
buried under the cinders, ashes 
and volcanic stones that belched 
forth from the great Vesuvius, 
for nearly seventeen centuries. 
So completely was the unfor- 
tunate city buried under this 
overwhelming mass that its very 
site was forgotten. It was not 
till 1748 that an accidental dis- 
covery drew attention to its re- 
mains, and revealed the fact that 
beneath the vineyards and mul- 
berry grvunds which covered the 
site there lay entombed the ruins 
of a city, far more accessible, if 
not more interesting, than an- 
other that: had previously been 
discovered. 


Inthe year 1775 systematic 
excavations on the site were be- 
gun. As this work continued it 
revealed the fact that there 
beneath eighteen and twenty 
feet of mixed material wasa 
beautiful citv with streets laid 
off in regular order and a huge 
wall with towers and gates 
around it. As the excavations 
have continued the buildings 
and writings are found and 
writers have been able to give a 
good description of the entire 
city. Once a flourishing beauti- 
ful city on topof the ground, 
then buried and remained cov- 
ered for seventeen centufies, 
now uncovered so that it can be 
seen and occupied again. 

This is similar to the Church 
of God. lt wasonce beautiful 
and flourishing, and a refuge and 
a blessing- to thousands, Then it 
was covered over and remained 


hidden until its very site peer 
and laws were forgotten. But it! 
has been discovered and on ‘ig- 1 
ging down it is found to be the 
very same Ohurch that was built 
by our Lord. We do not build. | 
We do not institute Jaws to | 
We only have to uncover. 
only have to throw off the creeds | 
and unbelief that have held it in | 
darkness for about sixteen cen- | 
turies. | 
There it is with the same laws, | 
the same Holy Ghost, the same | 
sanctified life of its members, | 
the same sacredness, the same 
healings, the same miracles, the 
same offices, the same power,the 
same glory, and everything pre- 
served and without decay. It 
has kept weil. But it cannot be 
kept buried any longer. It is 
time for it to show to the world 
again. Like Pompeii it has been 
unearthed, and the more of it 
that is uncovered, the more 
beautiful and regular in form it 
appears. ‘ 


No special surprise about Pom- 
peii being discovered and uncov- 
ered. Nobody says of it that 
they are building anew city. 
No, for it is plain to be seen they 
are only uncovering an old one. 
But when the Church of God is 
being uncovered they begia to 


say at once that they are build- 
ing a ‘‘new church.” Bot, we 


know we are not building a new 
one. The gates of hell have not 
prevailed against the Lord’s 
Church that He built any more 
than Vesuvius prevailed against 
the great citv of Pompeii. Pom. 
peii is out again. Its streets 
that were paved are traveled 
again. Many of its tuildings 
are still in fair condition. Its 
former inhabitants are gone, but 
the city itself is still there. Peter 
and James, and John and Paul 
are gone, but their writings and 
instructions are preserved, and 
the same form of government 
and everything pertaining to 
the building (church) itself is 
sound and solid, justlikeit was 
when it was covered up centuries 
ago. 


Books and books haye been 
written about Pompeii, then why 
is their anything wrong in writ- 
ing books and books about the 
great Ohurch of God that is of 
far more importance than a mil- 
lion cities like Pompeii? Indeed 
there can be nothing wrong in it, 
and we expect to write and talk 
about it all we want to. It hon- 
ors Jesus for us to do it. God 
honors the messages that are de- 
livered about it by pouring out 
His Spirit upon the messengers 
and hearers. 


The Ohurch, ‘‘My Charch,”’ the 
Ohurch of God! Jesus and Paul 
named it, and who has a right 
to object to it? We have noth- 
ing more to do with naming it 
than we had in building it at the 
first. We only accept the name 
given by them. Paul said he re- 
ceived what knowledge about it 
he got by revelation, and he said 
he followed Christ, and he hands 
it down to us as the Church of 
God and we do not expect to 
change it for anybody’s whims 
or criticisms. We are going to 
let it remain just like it is—just 
like we found it except we are 
trying to clear off the filth and 
rubbish that was piled upon it 
by men who took the reins into

SIN IN THE FLESH

This doctrine is erroneous, and 
indeed is very dangerous, for the 
following reasons: 

It is unseriptural and will lead 
the children of God to trust in 


‘|man’s views and misinterpreta- 


tions, instead of in the infalli- 
ble Word of God. 

The fleshly bodies in which we 
live are mere material. They 
are the houses in which the 
Spirit lives, and can no more sin 
than the shoes we. wear. 

The sin question is a promi- 
nent one in the world today. The 
weapon of every Christian sol- 
dier of the cross should glitter 
against sin; the teaching of 
every ambassador of Jesus should 
be definite in regard to sin, 
what it is, and who commits it; 
because the mystery of iniquity 
doth already work and Satan is 
trying to make: sin appear ex- 
cusable. 

The text, Sin in the flesh, 1s 
found in Rom. 8:13, but the 
word there translated ‘‘flesh’’ 
means as in many other places, 
‘*the carnai mind,’’ which is not#| 


subject to the Law of God, 
neither indeed can be. So they 
that are in the ‘‘flesh” (car- 


nal mind) cannot please God. 
For to be carnally (fleshly) 
minded is death; but to be spir- 
itually minded is life and peace, 

The ‘“‘sin in the flesh’’ gospel 
is an unclean gospel. It simply 
concludes that the more flesh we 
have the more sin we have. So 
the giant whois religious would 
have reason to wish he werea 
dwarf, would he not? 


There is one kind of flesh of 
men, another of beasts, and an- 
uther of fishes, and another of 
birds; but itis all flesh—mere 
material. Scientists love dis- 
sected human bodies but they 
ave failed to find anything that 
looked like sinin the human 
flesh. Sins vot physical, but 
a spiritual disease, therefore, it 
must be located ;n the soul, even 
though it does affect the body. 
Read Rev. 18:20. ‘The soul 
that sinneth, it shall die’”—not 
the body. The soul of man is 
the ouly creature on the earth 
that is capable of sinning. 


You claim that your flesh sins. 
This isa doctrine of a heathen 
philorophy of olden times, called 
Gnosticism, It is almost out of 
date now in good society, thank 
aod. ' 

The Scriptures make one allu- 
sion to ‘sin in the flesh.” (Rom. 
&:3.)At the same time, the apos- 
tle Paul expresses the condemna- 
tion of heaven against it. ‘They 
that are in the flesh cannot 
please God.’”’ (Rom.8:8,) But 
speaking to people who are mor- 
tal just as we, he says, ‘‘But you 
are notin the flesh.” So you 
see flesh in the Bible sometimes 
means carnal.ty or spiritual im- 
purity. Listen again at the 
apostle Paul in his writing to 
the Oorinthian saints, ‘‘Flee for- 
nication, every sin that a man 
doeth is without the body: but 
he that committeth fornication 
sinneth against his own body.” 
(1 Our. 6:18.) ‘*Know ye. not 
that ye are the temple of ‘God, 
and that the spirit of God 
dwelleth in you? (not with you, 
John 14:17.) If any man defile 
the temple of God him shall God 
destroy ; for the templeof God is 
holy, which temple ye are.” 
1 Vor. 3:16-17. 

You mustsin not, God for- 
bids it. If none can live with- 
out it, none can be-saved. In 
reviewing the Scriptures on this 
subject, we begin at x. 20:20.
